CHRYSANTHEMUMS EVERY MONTH 


Fundamentals of successful Chrysanthemum culture will probably always 
remain the same, except, as more progress is made probably we will see more 
gravel culture. Black Cloth shading for early flowers has become standard 
practice and as cotton goods become more readily available, we will see 
even more. Recent experiments by Dr. Kenneth Post at Cornell University 
have shown it is possible to produce cut Chrysanthemums of good quality 
at any time during the year by the use of lights and shading. Three crops 
can be produced in the same bench each year, timed exactly as wanted. 


Best varieties for winter flowering were Seafoam, Sunnyside, Omega, 
Valencia, Golden Jane and Riviera. As further experiments are continued 
other varieties will be found most suitable for various seasons. We would 
suggest growers interested in this new development contact your State experi- 
ment station. Our propagators are arranging to have cuttings available 
throughout the entire year for those who wish to follow this program. 


Hardy garden varieties will be listed in our General Catalogue. The 
varieties in this catalogue are primarily for cutflower purposes however 
practically all varieties flowering before October 15th are suitable for 
garden use.

NEW DISEASE AND INSECT CONTROLS 


Sodium Selenate after a season’s trial seems to be a definite success. Most 
growers of Chrysanthemums and Carnations prefer the P40 because they 
feel it is easier to apply, however, the pure material is cheaper and just as 
effective. Leaf nematodes, red spider, aphids, midge and numerous other 
insects are controlled by its use. It is the experience of many growers, that 
it will not completely eliminate spraying, but rather acts, in the words of one 
grower “as a watchman.” 


D.D.T. has proven excellent to control thrip, cut worms and leaf rollers 
and numerous other insects. The 50% wettable powders are generally recom- 
mended but the 259% emulsions like DeDeTox and Detex are also excellent. 
10% dusts have also given good results. Plants sprayed with DDT are very 
susceptible to red spider infestation and if Sodium Selenate has not been 
used they must be watched carefully. 


Fermate, a new fungicide has given excellent results. Cuttings should 
be dipped before and after rooting, and it is also excellent as a spray during 
the growing period. 


Aphids are a problem solved best by the use of Nico-Fume Liquid or 
Pressure Fumigators. Unfortunately all nicotine products are in short supply. 
For this reason it is essential that the plants be kept as clean as possible 
before the buds show color by the use of sprays like Loro, Red Arrow Special 
or Hitox.

Transportation Crisis Imminent... 


We are advised from several authoritative sources that the serious freight 
car shortage will cause a transportation crisis this winter which will be 
worse than at any time during the war. Temporary embargoes will probably 
be declared. There simply aren’t enough cars to haul the record-high 
production of crops and factory goods. We are informed that it will take 
two years to catch up and get adequate transportation. Strikes, or severe 
winter weather will further aggravate this situation. 


The smaller, less-than-carload shippers will be affected most seriously, and 
such shippers will resort to express in lieu of freight, thereby placing an 
additional burden on the already overtaxed Railway Express Agency. 
Congestion is certain to result at times, with delays and possible embargoes. 


Shipment of Cuttings LA I{CCLEG rmaee 


The conditions described above might seriously interfere with the shipment 
of Rooted Cuttings. Similar conditions raised havoc with us during the 
winter of 1945. Rooted Cuttings must be shipped as soon as they are ready 
to be lifted from the propagating bench. They cannot be held or stored. 
The loss of even a week during the shipping season would delay every 
order during the entire season, and would disrupt our propagating schedule. 


Air Transportation to Be Employed ee 


We ask the consent of everyone placing an order with us to make shipments 
by AIR FREIGHT or AIR EXPRESS if ground express is not available, 
or if, in our judgment, the welfare of the plants would be jeopardized if 
shipped by ground express. PLEASE INDICATE YOUR CONSENT ON 
YOURSORDER? 


AIR FREIGHT costs about three and a half times as much as ground 
express, but is not available to all areas. AIR EXPRESS is more expensive, 
but is available almost everywhere. We would ship by AIR FREIGHT 
when possible. If you are located not too far from an airfield served by 
AIR FREIGHT, it is just about as rapid as AIR EXPRESS. The extra cost 
of transportation by air is an excellent investment when ground express 
is uncertain.
